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ed by as many as four mohelim, 
offering their services “in case it 
should be a boy.” 


The unusual program came 
about as the result of a confer- 
ence between the Jewish Com- 
munity Council’s Religious Coun- 
cil, representing all synagogues, 
and the Mohelim.

CAIRO (JP)—The Arab states 
bordering Israel may accept an 
international authority with pow- 
er to regulate the development 
of water resources of the Jordan 
River Valley.

SRAEL OBSOLETE ARMS AT PRESENT

Weapons 


WASHINGTON (JP)—Obsolete American war materials are 
sold to Israel under the Reimbursable Military Assistance program, 
witnesses told members of the House committee on foreign affairs 


countries whose defense is con- 
sidered importance to the U. S. 
Egypt, Iraq, Lebanon and Saudi 
Arabia also buy weapons under 
the arrangement. 

This program is cash and 
carry, unlike military assistance 
programs used in certain coun- 
tries. Iraq obtains arms under 
both programs, receiving grants 
of weapons and buying them. 

NOT THE NEWEST 

Weapons given away under the 
cash and carry program are not 
the newest designs, but the most 
modern weapons go to countries 
qualified to receive grants. Thus, 
Israel cannot obtain jet planes, 
but Iraq can. The most modern 
plane going to Israel under the 
program is the F-51 Mustang, 
which the U. S. began to replace 
before the Korean War. 

Countries buying weapons pay 
in dollars at “procurement or re- 
placement cost.” Fifty-nine coun- 
tries and two international 
groups buy under the plan, usu- 
ally from the Defense depart- 
|; ment or commercial firms hand- 
| ling Defense department orders. 

During the hearings, Assistant 
secretary of state, Henry Byr- 
oade said he didn’t think Israel 
and Jordan troops would fight 
side by side against Communism, 
and that if the middle east fell, 
Israel couldn’t hold out alone. 

FACILITIES VALUABLE 

However, General George 
Stewart, director of the Office of 
Military Assistance of the De- 
fense department, said Israel’s 
manufacturing facilities would 
be valuable in maintaining and 
procuring of military supplies. 

Congresswoman Frances Bol- 
ton (R., O.) said Israel was a 
center of Red propaganda in the 
near east, but Arthur Gardiner, 
state department advisor, denied 
this. 

Other state department officials 
praised Israel’s efficiency in carry- 
ing out development goals and 
said Israel] has made good use of 
technical and financial aid. They 
stressed the country’s possession 
of skilled personnel not found in 
Arab countries,

Zukerman was accused by Rab- 

bi Eisenstein of drawing “false 
conclusions” from the presidential 
comments. 
Zukerman, in his discussion of 
Rabbi Eisenstein’s analysis, ‘said 
that the message classed the Con- 
servative leader as one American 
Jew “who realizes that the claim 
that Israel is the center of the 
Jewish world and that American 
Jews form its hinterland should 
have aroused the fears of the 
Arabs.” 

THOUGHT HE AGREED 
Zukerman also declared that he 
understood Rabbi Eisenstein to 
agree that kibbutz galuyot was 
only another form of Zionist “ex- 
pansionism.” He added that Rabbi 
Eisenstein’s comments gave sub- 
stance to the recent warnings of 
Henry A. Byroade, assistant secre- 
tary of state. 

Byroade, in a much-debated ad- 
dress to the tenth annual confer- 
ence of the anti-Zionist American 
Council for Judaism in April, as- 
serted that Zionist claims to the 
right of unrestricted immigration 
of Jews to the Jewish state gave 
Arabs legitimate cause to fear Is-

Esther Manuel 


(1784—1849 
In a little village of Prussia lived Esther Manuel, a 
young beautiful Jewess. She fell in love with a Russian sol- 
dier and the two were married. Esther became the mother 
of two children. Her life was peaceful and happy. 


But the Emperor Napoleon’s armies threatened the 
world. The armies of Europe massed. Esther’s husband 
was called to the colors. Esther’s days of idyllic happiness 
were over. For.weeks she brooded and pined for her hus- 
band: Then came a day when she was informed that her 
husband had been lost in battle. She could not believe it. 
Something told her that he was still alive. She decided to 
search for him. 


She cut off her beautiful long hair, dressed in men’s 
clothes and enlisted in the Prussian army allied with the 
forces of the English Wellington to crush Napoleon. She 
fought bravely and with remarkable courage. Twice woun- 
ded, she recovered to win the Iron Cross for Valor and be- 
came a sergeant-major. 


For two years Esther lived the hard life of a Prussian 
soldier and never once betrayed her sex. Always she 
searched through the sea of marching faces and the thunder 
of tramping boots to find her husband. In 1814, in a battle 
under the walls of Paris, she found him, only to see him fall 
fatally wounded. 


She knelt beside him, raised his wounded head to her 
breast and wept with unconsolable grief ... Only then did 
her comrades realize that their brave sergeant-major was a 
woman. She was mustered out of the army and returned 
to her home with the military honors bestowed upon only 

- the bravest of men. She was now 30 years old, and she re- 
mained in her native village with her two children. Through- 
out Prussia for years thereafter, the great and humble spoke 
of this brave woman who had performed such valiant deeds 
for love.

Young Israeli Actor Discovers 


U. 8. Theatre Has Lot to Offer

NEW YORK (JP)—Although Variety, show business daily, singled out Reuben Singer’s performs 
ance on TV’s “Robert Montgomery Presents” for commendation, the young Israeli actor modestly 
told the Post that he still has a lot to learn. 

Precisely what? “To act by underacting ... and to achieve the professional competence peculiar 


to American theatre.” 

Singer has gone to great lengths 
to broaden his talents. Asked 
when he decided on a theatrical 
career he laughed, “I don’t re- 
member ever knowing that I was- 
n’t going to be an actor.” 

After graduating from a Tel- 
Aviv High School the native-born 
Israeli enrolled in Habima’s dra- 
matic school, and spent four years 
studying and performing with 
them. 

“With Habima I learned the 
value of creativity and art in the 
theatre,” he explained, “but I was 
not satisfied with my voice.”

AND SO TO ENGLAND, as a 
student at the Central School of 
Speech Training and Dramatic 
Art in London. 

Apparently his studies were 
fruitful, for he spent two years 
as a commentator and actor for 
BBC, and was selected to narrate 
the Israel films “Tent City” and 
“The Maccabia” in a variety of 
languages: English, Hebrew, Yid- 
dish, German and Arabic. 

After England, Singer spent a 
year at the Sorbonne adding 
French to his repetoire of lan- 
guages. 

Invited to America by Voice of 
America and ZOA, Singer found 
new fields to conquer, with the 
featured role opposite Louis Jour- 
dan climaxing accumulated ex- 
periences in smaller TV roles. 

“TV acting is the most difficult,” 
the 27-year old veteran actor said 
candidly. “You know there is only 
one performance, and it has to be 
your best. Timing has to be just 
so, and there are many technical 


problems.”

SINGER WARMED UP to his 
“Then too, rehearsal time 
is inadequate. Only 32 scheduled 
hours of rehearsal to create a 
part within a week for a one- 
hour show.” The young Israeli 
was grateful for the cooperation 
of Louis Jourdan who starred in 
the production. “He was won- 
derful to work with, and put in 
many extra hours of rehearsing 
our scenes together. ...I doubt 
whether an American star would 
have done it.” 

The French star must have en- 
joyed working with the young Is- 
raeli for he asked Singer to join 
a new company headed by Claude 
Dauphin and himself which will 
be producing films in France for 
American television. “I haven't 
decided yet,’’ Singer told The Post, 
“but the offer is still open.”

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Would you please tell me the origin 

of my name, Fell. I found in the U. S. many non-Jews by 

the same name and a family even from England. My late father 

was born in Grzymalow, Galicia—EVELYN FIRESTONE, Port+ 
land, Ore. 


FELL is a name indicating a trade. It means that the man 
who first assumed it in 1789 was either a dealer in skins and 
hides or a furrier. The name is sometimes spelled Fellman or 
Fellhandler but it always has the same meaning and origin. 


Non-Jews bearing this name derive it from the same source. 
x * * 


EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Please explain the meaning and origin 
of my family name, Torno. My parents came from Dzisna, 
Vilner Gubernia.—_N. TORNO, Hamilton, Ont. 


TORNO is a name of geographical origin. It is taken from 
the community of Hurna about 2 miles from Brest Litovsk 
which is not far from Dzisna. The altered spelling of the name 
is due to its Jewish adaptation. Turna was a community con- 
sisting of 39 different villages each of which had at least one 
Jewish family. The geographical name refers to the presence of 
the aurochs, a prehistoric animal resembling the bison which 
is now extinct but formerly existed in large numbers in the 
vicinity.

EAR Mr. Peariroth: My father spelled his name Daitch. 

His brother, who settled in England, spelled it Deitch, 
They came from the then Russian locality called Druzigpol. 
The area was known as Wolyn Gubernia. I have always as- 
sumed the name is geographical in origin, referring somehow to 
“the German.” Am I right?—-LEON DEUTSCH, Brooklyn, N. Y¥. 


DAITCH is a Polish spelling of the German Deutsch, mean- 
ing “German.” The family is one of those who formerly resided 
in Austria and were expelled by the bigoted Austrian empress 
Maria Theresa in the 18th century. The exiles settled in many 
places in Eastern Europe and were réferred to by the local 
population as “Deutsch” or “Daitch”—because they differed from 
the local Jewish community by being unable to speak Yiddish.

ype —This is the southernmost point of Israel, that tiny dot of 
land where the map of the country, narrowing steadily, fip, 
ally comes to an end on the shores of the tongue of water reaching 
us from the Indian Ocean and the Red Sea.

BETTER ANSWER THAN DAILY PAPER 


11 you stated that Mr. Gershom 
Agron of the Jerusalem Post had 
advanced the idea of the forma- 
tion of a Jewish-owned daily 
newspaper in imitation of the 
Christian Science Monitor, which 
presents the news from a Christ- 
jan viewpoint. 

While this idea is commend- 
able, it is not feasible. Not only 
are there financial obstacles as 
you aver, but there are other and 
more important grounds as well. 

The daily newspaper, as one of 
the media of communication, is 
definitely being displaced by the 
“popular” magazine in the same 
manner as radio is being dis- 
placed by television.

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~ Ben Hecht Shows He Still Knows How To Fake: an Earthquake

A CHILD OF THE CENTURY, by Ben Hecht. Simeon 
and Schuster. $5. 
W it turns out that the enly people Hecht ever 
loved were his Jewish folks, papa and mama 
and uncles and aunts, the dear good ghette people 
with their boisterous ways.and Goldbergish golden 
hearts. Oh how he longs for the little streets, the 
warm kitchen smells, the argu- 
mentative voices, the beards that 
were around him in his childhood 
days! 

This is the leit-motif of his 
autobiography, that might also be 
called the “Return of the Sophis- 
ticate.” The iconoclast is even 
talking of God, these days, as he 
looks upon the mystery of the 
ocean. 

It all sounds wistful and sin- 
cere, as well as wordy and pseudo- LEVIN 
philosophical. Much of this stuff, whether pose or 
sincere pose, can be accepted. It is when one gets te 
the last part of Hecht’s book that one feels the urgent 
need of an antidote. For here is rehashed the whole 
story of his Irgun activities, with a contempt for 
fact that would do honor to a Soviet historian. I re- 
spect the true patriots who died for the Irgun. They 
died, in their own view, for Israel; they need ho 
falsification of history. 





HECHY?’S ACCOUNT of the battle for Israel is so 
distorted that it could be paralleled only by an ac- 
count of the American revolution that left out the 


armies of George Washington and insisted that Amer- - 


iean liberty had been achieved by a lone squad of 
pirates. According to Hecht, it was only the Irgun 
that fought, only the Irgun that brought refugees eut 
of Europe! 


Unfortunately, some part of the American public 
will read and believe this material, just as a large 
part of the American public read Hecht’s ads, during 
the struggle for Israel. Millions of dollars, he gloat- 
ingly reports, were raised for the Irgun through these 
ads—for disruption and opposition. It is sadly futile 
now to recall that most of the givers thought that 
money was going entirely to help Israel; they did 
not know of any other channels through which to 
send it. But it is not too late to decry a cynical piece 
ef journalism that insults the memory of all those 
good soldiers who died for Israel, by pretending that 
their army hardly existed, and that they never fought.

SURE, ALL THIS IS amusing and spirited. But 
Hecht went on to a career as a public relations man, 
and proudly relates his exploit in hoaxing people to 
buy property on a Florida sandbar. He planted some 
Spanish doubloons, and faked a story about a ship 
captain discovering treasure on the wastes of Key 
Largo. Millions of dollars worth of lots were sold. 
When the boom collapsed, many people lost their 
lifelong savings. Hecht still thinks this was a great 
gag. 

After showing brilliant surface talent as a novel- 
ist in the Twenties and Thirties, he went off to Holly- 
wood, and got high prices. When the Germans started 
to slaughter the Jews, Hecht was genuinely moved. 
He devoted six years to helping the Irgun. But the 
mental habits of a lifetime cannot be changed, even 
when tragedy touches the heart. In the last section 
of his book, Hecht shows he still knews how to fake 
an earthquake.

American Council for Judaism Hit 
By Rabbi Fink at CCAR Convention 


PIKE, N. H. (JP)—The strongest attack on the American Council for Judaism in the history of 
he Central Conference of American Rabbis was delivered to the 65th annual convention of'the Reform 
tabbis by retiring president Rabbi Joseph L. Fink. 

Following in the pattern of forthright presidential reports of the past, the Buffalo spiritual leader 
alled for an investigation of the religious schools being established by the Council for Judeiem. 


Rabbi Fink made these other 
»bservations and charges: 

1. That “there are unmistak- 
able signs of the dimunition of 
the influence of Orthodoxy in the 
government (of Israel) and in 
the life of: the people. 

FEARFUL OF ‘TONE’ 

2. That he is fearful of the 
“negative, apologetic tone” of the 
tercentenary observance, and 
said it would make the celebra- 
tion “spurious and its content 
evanescent if the focus were de- 
fensive self-justification.” 

3. That the “world is large 
enough to contain many mighty 
nations, with diametrically oppos- 
ing philosophies” and that “both 
we and the totalitarians should 
abondon our respective battles 
against political heresies .. .” 

4. That the CCAR should peti- 
tion the American Government to 
“use its best offices speedily and 
resolutely to promote conditions 
of a just and secure peace be- 
tween Israel and her Arab neigh- 
bors.” 

HITS LOYALTY OATH 

5, The CCAR should oppose the 
loyalty oath imposed by the Cali- 
fornia legislature on all groups 
seeking tax-exemption because 
“the oath is a part of a current 
noxious hysteria which confuses 
some citizens ‘into believing that 
it is an act of patriotism to be 
suspicious of the patriotism of 
others.” “If the state insists on 
the oath, churches might well re- 
ject exemption because the price 
is far too high.” 

Dr. Fink reserved his strong- 
est utterances to assail the views 
and actions of the bitterly anti- 
Zionist American Council of Ju- 
daism. Without mentioning the 
organization by name, Dr. Fink 
lamented “the short-sightedness 
of those Jews who refuse to see 
the vital connection between the 
fate of Israel and the fate of 
world Jewry.” 

“We Jews have always had a 
shem (the sanctification of the 
Name), of protecting our people 
from betrayal and falsehood,” he 
added. “That makes it particular- 
ly reprehensible for Jews, who 
misread Jewish history, to foam 
at the mouth every time the

ing followed. We do not feel that 
it is necessary or wise to jettison 
our cargo of liberty in order te 
save our ship of state.” 

Dr. Fink urged his colleagues 
to adopt a resolution joining with 
“fellow-Americans of _ similar 
mind in petitioning our Congress 
to formulate and adopt clear, 
equitable rules of procedure for 
the conduct of any and all con- 
gressional investigating commit- 
tees, so that American citizens 
may be legally protected against 
false accusations and unsubstan- 
tiated charges.” 
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
